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“EVILS” OF PROHIBITION 

Since the adoption of the eigkteenth amendment the automo- 
bile industry has grown to such an extent in this country that 
now there is a car for every ten people. flighty per cent of the 
automobiles of the world are operated in this country. Perhaps 
-this is an extravagance, but certainly it is better that we should 
spend our money for a convenience that gets us into the open with 
our families rather than spend it in saloons for liquor. 

Another extravagance perhaps is the levying of higher school 
taxes to build better buildings for the housing of larger numbers of 
students ‘that are flocking to the public schools. Having more 
money for this purpose than they uséd to, parents are demanding 
higher education and better accommodations for their children. 
There are no open saloons but there are many more school houses. 

Again, the efficiency of the working man has increased to 
such an extent that he is invading the markets of the earth with 
American ‘goods as never before. It is hard for labor in its cups 
to compete with clear headed, strong muscled labor that is free 
from the besotted influence of alcohol. 

It 1s often said that» conditions arc worse under prohibition 
than formerly. Is there any truth in it? We have the word of 
prosecuting officers that there 1s not ten per cent of the drinking 
and debauchery that we had in other days. A drunken man on the 
streets is a rare sight. © When there were saloons here it 
.was common. Bootleg whiskey: is being made and many 
are there who drink it, often to their extreme sorrow, but the 
number of stills is growing smaller and smaller and the number of 
those who use liquor or who make home brew is growing less. Most 


of the bootleg whisky is poisonous and even those who used to 
drink heavily are afraid to use it. 

The number of those who violate the law are exceedingly 
few compared with the entire population. If we are honest with 
ourselves, we must admit that conditions are infinitely better than 
they were prior to the adoption of the eighteenth amendment and 
that we are rapidly adjusting ourselves to the cleaner, better, higher 
plane of civilization.

NIGHT and day six crews of tunnel drivers,—three crews work: 
ing from each end—are driving to completion the underground 


connecting link between the reservoir and the filtration plant. 


The tunnel is horseshoe shaped, 6” feet from bottom to top and 
5% feet wide. It will be concrete lined throughout and will have 
a capacity of 100,000,000 gallons of water every twenty-four 
hours. 


SHOULD Upper San Leandro reservoir be needed for storage 
of water brought in fromsa distant source, the tunnel will carry 
any volume of water desired through to the modern filter plant 
now being constructed. Thus is provision made for the future 
delivery of pure water to Oakland and other East Bay cities.
